every character in our animated cartoons has qualities 
that remain rather constant. They show up in the 
things a character says or does, and they are most

Hanna-Barbera's FUNTASTIC WORLD of characters 
can be easily described by their particular personality 
traits. Going back twenty years tc the HUCKLEBERRY 
HOUND series on TV, we find that Huck is a special 
kind of a character. He is sort cf a Mister Nice Guy. 


The HUCKLEBERRY HOUND SHOW introduced 
another kind of character, the world famous YOGI 
BEAR of Jeliystone Park. Yogi is friendly in his own 
way, but his most outstanding trait is his inflated ego. 
That is, he is a bit of a braggart. He could be his own 
publicity man, in that his favorite expression is about 
himself, "Hey, hey, hey, Tffi better than the av-er-age 
bear!" He shamelessly shouts this announcement to 
anyone in the world who will listen. He also assembles 
his conversation so that his words form little bursts of 
poetry such as, ‘Today I think that just for a lark, t il 
take a little stroll in the park" 



Yogi's overconfidence often gets him into trouble, 
but another personality, his buddy Boo Boo Bear, 
helps him stay on an even keel. Boo Boo’s personality 
is aiways one of caution. He often warns happy-go- 
lucky Yogi about some of the problems that he might 
be running into. Each personality is dearly defined and 
predictable, which makes for good character 
construction. The viewers learn these traits and thus 
get to know the characters to the extent that they can 
anticipate comedy-to-come and often start laughing 
before an anticipated event actually takes place. 

The difference in a character’s personality is even 
more important within a group such as our own 
“Mystery Team” or THE BANANA SPLITS group. The 
Splits are a zany musical-mix-up of Snorky the 
elephant Fleegle the pooch, Drcoper the lion, and 
Bingo the gorilla, although Bingo is mistaken for a bear 
at times. This group of clowns does slapstick comedy, 
playing, singing, dancing, tumbling, and engaging in 
the wildest variety of musical stunts. With all this there 
is still a distinct difference in eacfi personality. The 
smallest, Snorky, is a very shy member of the group. 
He is the cute, cuddly one. Fleegle is the dramatic 
personality, a magician known as the Great Fleegafi. 

Dreaper is the heroic type, a never-give-up caped 
crusader. Coach Bingo is a strong man of muscle who 
can display great athletic prowess. Each character 
personality Is built around his own distinct attitudes and 
abilities. 

As you watch our cartoons, you probably have 
already noticed these special things which we cal! 
“character personality" In our group, SCOOBY DOQ,

He's very friendly and helpful, often to the point of 
having his do-good personality lead him into 
unsuspected trouble. But then it usually gets him out of 
his trouble, too. Just by the way he speaks, you know 
pretty well what kind of a personality is built into that 
mild-mannered dog from Dixie. When he says, “Hi, I’m 
Huckleberry Hound’, 1 and then gives out with his big 
smile of friendliness you feet that you realty know him.
